In the course of the month we have been 
favoured by the presence of Dr, J. Dudgeon 
from Peking, who kindly consented to 
meet a amall gathering .of friends of the 
Society, members of parliament and others, 
at our office on Friday, the 17th ult. .Dr. 
Dudgeon joined the London Missionary 
Society in’ 1863, and was immediately ap- 
ointed: to’ Peking, where he succeeded Dr. 
Eockhart in charge of the Missionary Hos- 
pital.» He was formerly also physician to 
the British “Legation in. Peking, and a few 
jars after the reconstitution of the Tung 
Won Kwan (the Peking College of Foreign 
Sciences and Literature) he waa appointed | 
tothe Chair of Auatomy and. Physiology, 
the only chair as yot established in the 
Medical * Faculty, “Having, been “private 
medical. adviser of several. of the high 
ofticials of the court of Poking, Dr Dudgeon

We are bent upon extending-it:at all ha- 
zards, and as the Times once asked, why 
should we stop in our march of improvement 
for India, simply because-a distant country 
is injured by the trade? Indian’ finande ia 
benefited to the extent of seven or eight 
millionvannually and China is being ruined, 
The commerce and manafactures of our own 
country aro seriously ‘affected by the trade, 
so much go that in one sense we might say, 
Great Britain pays over eight millions 
annually to India, We and the Chinese are 
the sufferers by the trade, The Japanese 
Ambassador once told me that it was this 
trade that made the great difference between 
Japan snd China, Japan would not have 
it upon any account, Fortunately for the 
country of the Rising-Sun, her first troaty 
with a foreign nation (the United States), 
contained no opium clauses; ‘and it was 
impossible for us td insert auch a clause in 
ours, both from the opposition of Japan 
and the example of the’ Flowery Flag,” 
and no advantage to us in Japan would be 
weung out of the Favoured Nation clause, 
and are hot we and the world at large, as 
well as Japan herself, now reaping the rich 
reward of the U,8, treaty? It was the U.S, 
too, allow me to say in passing, if I am not 
mistaken, that first. insorted the clause for 
thé toleration of Christianity in their treaty 
with China, and we here, too, had to follow 
suit, The high officials and people of the 
Flowery Land believe opitim, and the wars 
with England resul ing from it, to be the 
cause of all their troubles, Our wars have 
demoraliz:d. the 
finances, ‘given risé-to official corruption, 
and in this way haye stimulated the native 
growth of opium. Were this traffic abolished, 
there is almost nothing in the way of pro- 
gress in the opening up of the country, and 
the facilitating of trade, that they aro.not, 
I believe, propated to.doj with its existence 
what Christian and philanthropist can wish. 
for more facilities for trade extended to the 
foreigner? -Greater facilities for trade mean 
greater ruin and poverty tothecotntry. But 
the Chinese, you will say, grow their own 
opium, and gur ceasing to ovltivate and 
import it would not benefit them and would 
hurt. India financially, Well, as I have 
already ssid, the onltivation is illegal, and 
the trade, eet in relation to foreigners, 

is forbidden, The governtaent is opposed: 
to. it j iutperial edicts are annually insiied 


against it, and yot it fourishes, and. why.t- 


adaned of the dorruption and impornuiusity 
of the lower offidisis and theit undet!ingr,. 
One excuse for thelr noglect to enforce the

The Chinese 
would. repudiate the opium clause of 
the treaty, to-morrow, did they not fear 
another’-oplasi war, just aa they have 
thrown overboard the Spanish treaty in 
the article of the Gnban odclie: trade, and 
they refused to treat with Peru except on 
the. clear undorstanding that the coolio 
trade phould bo abandoned.’ The chief 
ministers thomaolves told our ambgnsador 
that the subject is never out of their 
thoughts, and that they are continually 
devising methods which to extricate 
themselves from-its flowing poison without 
at the same time offending us. In ‘the last 
convention our merchants opposed an in- 
crease of the duty from thirty to fifty tacls 
per chest, It is a foul blot on our flag aud 
Christianity, ‘and I fear we shall yot roap 
the reward, if we are not already doing s0, 
‘in duiness of trade and political diffloulties 
ever and anon cropping up. China iv a 
ificent country, ‘and the grandest mart 
world for our commerce,. One, 
think, bas said, that the mills of Lancashire 
might bo kept constantly at work making 
nothing but cotton oloth for stockings for 
the Chinese. And in the commerecs of such 
a.country Glasgow ought to have more than 
the lion’s share in the developmont of hor 
coal and iron resources and the opening up 
of the-country by railroads and. telegraphs. 
And yet our merchants: pursue this short- 
sighted, auicidal policy, selliag a drug which 
Spoils their market for manufactured goods: 
and shipping to China oversized and mil- 
‘dewed cotton stuifs, Some seem to look 
upon. China as simply made for our mer- 
chants, and.on opium as a means in the 
hand of Providence for diminishing the 
‘population and eventitally sweeping the 
Chinond' from the face of the’ earth, The 
plan is succeeding only too well, and the 
“foreign dirt” fs annually transmuted into 
eight millions aterling in behalf of Indian 
rfinance,” | ‘

The small reduction in the rates of Indian 
postage which the Berne Conference_has 
resolved upon, is but a step in the right 
direction, aud the Bombay Gatette points 
out what it thinks shonld be the next atep.

_. The Bill introduced by Sir William Muir 
into the Viceregal Council on’ the 16th 
inatant, a8 a first atop towards establishing 
a uniform coinage throughout the Peninsula, 
enables the Government of India to declare 
that a tender of’ payment of money in coin 
or for specified metal, issued by, or made 
for, any Native State, ahall be a legal tender 
in British India; the power being limited 
by certain restrictions, The coins of 
Native States must be similar in fineness. 
,aad weight to those of the Indian Govern- 
mont ; the devices upon their obverse and 


and the. equivalent value of the’ Imporial 
coin be inscribed on each in English. The 
Native State must formally declare that 
the Imperial coin is legal tender in the 
territories, subject to it, and must defray 
the cost of ‘ousting and:-breaking sounter-.
